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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 and 8- 1 9 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claim 1 is the inclusion of the specific limitations of a gas sensor 
having at least one separate (emphasis added) sensor element being made of thin semiconductor 
film applied to a single face/side of an insulating substrate (emphasis added), the single 
face/side also having a resistive heating element (emphasis added) for heating the substrate and 
sensor element/semiconductor film, wherein the resistive element presents a serpentine pattern 
with a plurality of curves and wherein each sensor element/semiconductor film is located in a 
curve of the serpentine (emphasis added). As to independent claim 10, the primary reasons for 
allowance is the inclusion of the limitations of a gas sensor having at least two separate 
(emphasis added) sensor elements being made from thin semiconductor film applied to a single 
face/side of an insulating substrate (emphasis added); a resistive heating element also applied 
to the single face/side of the which presents a serpentine pattern with a plurality of curves 
(emphasis added) and wherein contact pads for connection of the sensor 
elements/semiconductor films include a U-shaped element, whose branches which are in 
contact with the sensor elements/semiconductor films extend into the curves of the resistive 
heating element (emphasis added). 

3. None of the Prior Art teach the above emphasized limitations, in combination, of a gas 
sensor. The closest Prior Art reference is US 4,457,161 to Iwanaga et al, that teach the 
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placement of sensor elements and resistive heating elements on a single face/side of a substrate, 
however, fails to disclose the "serpentine" pattern of the resistive element, nor the placement of 
separate sensor elements/semiconductor films within the curves or extending into the curves of 
the serpentine. Other Prior Art teach serpentine patterns for resistive elements, however, they 
are placed on the opposite side of the substrate to the sensor element/semiconductor films.
